AN ADVERTISING CLINCHER 


In talking recently with a man who bastinade a big 
success as an advertising salesman, the question was 
asked him. “W hat has been the most effective argument 
'] you have used to induce merchants to advertise?” 
“I ask them,” the salesman replied, “what proportion 
of the population in the territory they serve has come 
into their store within the past three months. 
“Very few of them, in reply to this question, claim 
that any Urge proportion of the population has come 
into the stoN*. A few may say they have had ten per 
cent of the people. Many would admit that not over one 
per cent of the people had been in their store during that j 
period. In many eases the proportion would be away be­ 
low one per cent. 
“Then I say, ‘How are all the rest of the people going 
to have any idea about the merits of the stock you carry? 
They may go by your pladt of business twice a day. But 
they know nothing about what you are doing. You will 
never get their trade unless you seek after their business 
and tell them what you have got.* 
“To do that,” the salesman continued, “I tell them 
there are just three things that can be done. They can 
send a salesman around.from door to door to tell them 
about the goods. They can distribute handbills or circu­ 
lar letters. Or they can advertise in the newspapers. 
“Newpaper advertising would not cost a hundredth 
part of the cost of personal solicitation. 
It is more ef­ 
fective, because it gets attention w h ey a solicitor would 
he turned away. And a newspaper advertisement is read 
Wh^Te a handbill goes to the waste basket. ‘If you don t 
care to adopt one of these methods,’ I tell them, ‘the great 
mass of the people will continue to pass you by without 
knowing about your goods or ever giving you any busi­ 
ness.’ ”

that the surfacing put on these roads 
is both temporary and flimsy, conse­ 
quently the concrete base is not prop­ 
erly protected and the traffic on these 
roads will, and in fact now is, deterior­ 
ating same for lack of durable 
and 
lasting wearing surface 
to 
protect 
them to the great, hurt and damages 
to all persons entitled to good roads 
in our county. 
And further,

m atter 
having 
been properly brought to the attention 
of both the board of supervisors and 
the Highway Commission, by commit­ 
tees aim petitions from the Tax Pay­ 
ers’ League and by vote taken at large 
iii which 733 tax payers out of 882 
voted requesting tile roads be protect­ 
ed with one and one-half-inch asphalt 
instead of building more roads as rec­ 
ommended by the Highway Commis 
Bion ami further that your committee, 
your petitioners and the 733 legal-vot 
lug tax payers were completely ig­ 
nored by the board of supervisors and 
Highway Commission back of closed 
doors iii which meeting it was agreed 
to build more roads with the fund be­ 
longing to those roads specified in the 
bond proclamation and said agreement 
was later ratified by the board of su­ 
pervisors by resolution, this to the 
further burt and damage to the tax 
payers of Orange county. 
Therefore, be it resolved, that the 
Board of Supervisors should be and 
is hereby hereby condemned tor said 
action and that the responsibility for 
all loss and damage to said highways 
in our county will rest on them on ac­ 
count of their failure to properly safe­ 
guard the interest of those whose in­ 
terests they took oath to protect."

Saturday County Fores­ 
ter J. M. G rant and A. S. Bradford of 
Placentia, president of the Board of 
Forestry, m et w ith the trustees of the 
Placentia school, looked 
over 
the 
grounds and made arrangem ents for 
some additional planting 
under 
the 
direction of the forester. 
The first 
planting done in the county by the 
forestry departm ent was done on the 
G arden Grove school grounds several 
weeks ago. 
Since then arrangem ents 
have been made 
betw een 
Forester 
G rant and ll. E. l^arter, m em ber of the 
forestry hoard, and the trustees of the 
H untington Beach Union High School 
for tree planting on the high school 
grounds a t H untington Beach. 
Wet Weather Delays 
County Forester G rant expected to 
be able to sta rt roadside planting two 
m onths ago, but continual w et w eather 
has caused so many delays that actual 
roadside planting was w ithheld until 
Saturday. 
A large force of prisoners 
has been used in cleaning up W est 
Fifth street from the city lim its w est­ 
ward 
Holes have been dug two feet 
square along th at road, and along the 
Garden Grove road from F irst street 
through Garden Grove to W est Ana­ 
heim. 
W est Fifth street is still too 
wet for planting, 
b ut 
the 
forester 
states that practically all of the G ar­ 
den Grove road, a distance of over five 
miles, is in good shape. 
Arizona cypress is being planted 
on the road today. 
Prisoners are be­ 
ing used to fill the holes level with 
good earth. 
The actual planting is 
quickly done. G rant has two planters 
that work a good deal on the same 
order as the post-digger. Each tree is 
established in a bottom less paper pot, 
four inches square. 
The planter cuts 
out a hole the size of the pot, and the 
pot is set in the hole, and dirt crow d­ 
ed against It w ith the foot. 
And th at 
is all there is to it. 
First Tree Planted 
The first tree planted on the road­ 
side was planted by W illard Smith,* 
m em ber of the forestry board, at Villa 
Park Saturday. 
G rant took several 
prisoners to the place and transferred 
half of a line of palm s from one side of 
the road to the other, 
m aking 
the 
palms uniform on each side of the 
road. 
These palm s were planted sev­ 
eral years ago, all on one side of the 
road, and were too d o se together. By 
the re-araagem ent 
the 
palms are 
placed 112 feet a p art on each side of 
the road. 
Between each palm there 
was set 
a 
pittosporum 
undulatum , 
which when flowering presents a mass 
of white. The pittosporum undulatum , 
of which there are about 2,000 in the 
county nursery, m ust be planted In 
sections where there is Ittle damage 
done by frost.

destruction is a tax on the whole coun­ 
try.

g reater attention. 
Scientists say that the 
people

2000 years ago were much more ef­ 
ficient In handling their rivers. 
Flood 
damage was a great problem even in J 
those days. It is said that the d e stru c t 
live risings of the Tiber were one of 
'“the principal causes of the decline and j| 
fall of the Roman empire. 
In Egypt i| 
the control of tile Nile reached a point j 
of skill scarcely attem pted 
in 
this J 
country. 
The ancient people 
turned 
these! 
flood w aters scientifically, so as to an- 
rich the land 
Engineers say that 
much 
of 
the 
levee building along the M ississippi 
has been worse than useless. The peo­ 
ple of one district build 
dikes 
th at 
may save them selves for a tim e, but 
are destructive to those a little fur­ 
th er down the stream .

with camphor and naphthalene,

m erely to expose a sufficient quantity 
in one or two open or partially open 
receptacles, placed over,

ic convlusions and finally turns over 
on its back. 
W hile in this position 
violent nervous and m uscular reflex 
action is noticed until life is extinct. 
Para-dichlorobenzene is a colorless, 
crystalline substance 
which 
evapor­ 
ates very quickly as a vapor, lf ex­ 
posed. 
It is not advisable for sensitive per­ 
sons to rem ain for a long time in a 
closed room where para-dichloroben­ 
zene is freely excised, as tile odor 
may cause annoyance.

George Horine ,Weds San Jose 


Nurse Who Took Care of Him 


When He Was Injured 


George Horine, world famous high 
jumper, graduate of the Santa Ana 
high school, is married to the nurse 
who (ooh care of him when he was 
hurt two years ago. This event was 
of sufficient importance to be chron­ 
icled this morning in most of the pink 
sheets of the United States, but it is 
of particular interest in Santa Ana, 
where Horine lived for several years 
while his mother was a teacher in the 
Santa? Ana schools. 
\*uile in Santa Ana, Horine got his 
first athletic experience. He was still 
a youngster and his high jumping took 
him over the bar at only five feet, 
three or four inches, yet he showed 
the ease in lifting himself 
off 
the 
ground that afterward developed at 
Stanford, under Dad Moulton’s coach­ 
ing, into a world’s record. 
Sporting writers have long held It 
a favorite tradition that Horine got 
the spring in his legs by jumping on 
and off a milk wagon while handling 
a milk route for a Santa Ana dairy. 
Possibly so. The Register has fondly 
believed that a good deal of George’s 
leg sinew was developed when he was 
pushing a bicycle delivering Registers. 
Horine was the center of a contro­ 
versy that occupied the attention OI 
ttye Behold board. 
When his mother 
left Santa Ana to teach elsewhere, Ho­ 
rine and his aunt and sister remained 
here. An attempt was made to com­ 
pel Horine to pay 8*0 a year tuition 
to the high school. A. J. McFadden, 
yrho was then practicing law. here, took 
jyj^IgrUus^Hfigh^^ 


rine was earning^his own living, or a 
Share of it, carrying papers for the 
Register, and produced a letter from 
Mrs. Horine showing that she still 
considered Santa Ana her home. The 
result was that Horine was not charg­ 
ed tuition. 
But to get back to the starting point 
—Horine’s wedding. 
The following 
dispatch tells the scory: 
"SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—Blue 
eyes that bent over his hospital cot 
and a smile that greeted him when he. 
was weak and ill resulted Saturday in 
the marriage of George Horine, Stan­ 
ford’s great athlete and former holder 
of the world’s record for high jump­ 
ing, and Miss Annaflray Van Thiele of 
San Jose. 
“Miss Van Thiele was a nurse in the 
Peninsula Hospital two 
years 
ago, 
when Horine was sent there as the 
result of an Injury he received at an 
athletic tournament. 
He 
recovered 
from the injury to his body, but did 
not try to recover from- the wounds 
that Cupid’s darls had inflicted. 
• #‘He came to the city and set to work 
to earn monty enough to go to house 
keeping on. Saturday the girl met him 
in San Francisco and they went to 
San Rafael together and secured a li­ 
cense and were married. Horine tele 
graphed his mother, Mrs. Ella Horine, 
who lives in Palo Alto, that he had 
been married, but he did not take her 
into his plans for the honeymoon trip.”

Control of franchises Settled 
Unless the State has explicitly centered the fran­ 
chise granting power upon the city that power Is 
'Vested In the State Railway Commission and is 
supreme over similar powers of California municipal­ 
ities. This is the decision of the Supreme Court of 
California in a decree handed down Wednesday, and, 
grounding its action upon it, affirmed the Railroad 
Commission in the refusal of that tribunal to per­ 
mit the Oro Electric Corporation to operate in the 
city of Stockton." In a decision on the same case 
April IO; 1914, the Supreme court of the State laid 
down a policy, the absolute antithesis of this deci­ 
sion. The reversal resulted from a rehearing of the 
case upon the petition of the Railroad Commission. 
The Oro Electric Company, distributors of electric 
light and power and operating in Butte and San 
Joaquin counties, was granted a franchise to operate 
In the city of Stockton in 1912. Subsequently the 
company applied to the Railroad Commission for a. 
certificate of public convenience, which the commis­ 
sion refused upon the ground that the Western 
States Power Company was already in the field with 
adequate service. 
The Oro Electric Company at­ 
tacked the decision in the Supreme Court on the 
ground that Stockton had not delegated to the com­ 
mission control over its public utilities. 
The court 
upheld this view. 
The Railroad Commission appealed from the deci­ 
sion in a rehearing. 
The court not only reversed 
its former decision but laid down a rule that the 
right of a city to regulate the use of its streets dofc 
not contemplate any impairment of the power of 
the Railroad Commission, given by the Legislature 
under the Public Utilities Act of 1911, to issue super­ 
seding certificates of public convenience. This rule, 
however, applies only to cities having no express 
power to grant franchises. 
The court found that 
Stockton lias no charter right to give a public utility 
franchise. 
In commenting on the decision of tile court the 
President of the State Railroad Commission said: 
“The decision means th at the Railroad Commis­ 
sion is now to have the power to carry out its 
broad, statewide policies iii the regulation of public 
utilities. These policies cannot be thw arted by pure­ 
ly local consideration, and henceforth the commis­ 
sion will not necessarily be bound to permit the im­ 
pairment of an existing public utility service by 
admitting a new service into the field unless the in­ 
terests of the public so require.” 


Would Create a Tariff Cwnmi ion 
Congressman William I). Stephens of Los Angeles 
has introduced a bill in the House %hlch creates 
a tariff commission the members thereof to be seven 
and to be appointed by the President. Three of the 
commissioners to be chosen from a district including 
the New England states, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin; two 
to be chosen from a district including New Jersey 
and the Southern states; two from a district em­ 
bracing the rem ainder of the country. 
No mtfre 
than four commissioners shall be members of the 
same political party. 
• 
The duty of the commissioners to be to Investigate 
in the United States and elsewhere the production, 
manufacture, use, purchase, and sale of all articles 
which are or may be made the subject of tariff leg­ 
islation, with special reference to conditions of labor 
and costs of living; to investigate any particular 
subject or schedule whenever called upon by the 
President, either Horn e of Congress, the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Representatives, 
or the finance Committee of the Senate. 
The commission Shall make reports to Congress 
of its investigations, including an annual report and 
such special reports as the President, either House 
of Congress, or either committee named in this Act, 
may direct. Said reports shall be printed as public 
documents and be ready for distribution upon the 
first Monday in the month of Decetmber of each year. 
W henever called upon 
by 
the 
President, 
either 
House of Congress, the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Representatives, or the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, the commission shall rec­ 
ommend such tariff legislation as in its opinion will 
accomplish the results specified hi the call.

Returns on income and corporation taxes, in this 
Internal Revenue district must be in the hands 
of Collector John P. Carter by 4:30 o’clock Monday 
afternoon.

U. S. Supreme Court Decisions 
The United States Supreme Court on Tuesday 
handed down a number of decisions including the 
‘ billion dollar oil case." Among the decisions were 
the following: 
The Hepburn rate law was interpreted as authoriz­ 
ing the Interstate Commerce Commission to award 
damages to shippers for unfair rates and discrimina­ 
tions. no m atter at what date arising, provided claims 
were filed before August 28, 1907, which the court 
beld was the date the act went into effect and that 
Henry A. Meeker, a New York coal dealer, was en­ 
titled to $116,000 damages from the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad for claims dating back to 1900. Thousands 
of ether claims were filed within the first year after 
the rate law went into effect. 
In Hie Meeker case 
the railroad sought to limit recovery to two years 
before the passage of the act. 
Anti-Screen Law 
The court affirmed the decision of the Federal 
District Court in Northern .Ohio, holding constitu­ 
tional the Ohio mine .fun pr anti-screen law. 
The 
law required payment for mining on the weight of 
coal before screened. Mine owners in Eastern Ohio 
claimed they could not operate under the law and 
have announced the State screen law was responsi­ 
ble for the present coal strike in that State. 
Corn Produqta Suit 
, 
The I). R. Wilder Company of Atlanta lost a suit 
to prevent the Corn Products Company from col­ 
lecting from it for a consignment of glucose on the 
plea that the sale contract was in furtherance of a 
monopoly. 
The court upheld the Georgia Court of 
Appeal, in deciding the Wilder company’s reply to 
a suit for settlem ent was not a good one. The con­ 
tract contained a “rebate” provision for exclusive 
business. 
Motion Picture Case 
The power of a State to censor motion picture 
films was recognized. The Ohio and Kansas motion 
picture censor laws were upheld. 
Railway Files Are Secret 
Tim court held that Hie Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission iias no authority to inspect correspondence 
files of the interstate railways. 
It sustained the 
Federal District Court for Western Kentucky in re­ 
fusing to compel the Louisville and Nashville Rail­ 
road to permit commission examiners to inspect its 
files. 
California 8-Hour Law 
Tim California 8-hour law for women was upheld 
by the court as constitutional and the status of 
working women in the state is fixed. The law which 
is uow a fixture seeks to prevent the employment 
of any woman /o r more than eight hours a day by 
the same employer, or forty-eight hours per week 
in any factory, hotel, hospital, mercantile establish­ 
ment, or apartm ent house, and a number of other 
concerns. • 
Transportation companies are also forbidden by 
Hie statute to employ women longer than the stip­ 
ulated number of hours a day, the only exceptions 
enumerated being those engaged in the canning, 
curing or drying of perishable vegetables or fruit, 
and graduate nurses working in hospitals.
